• develop and advance Beef + Lamb New Zealand's positions on matters affecting New 
Zealand's meat trade with North America; and 

• manage generic promotion of New Zealand meat where appropriate. 

These functions are particularly related to imports of New Zealand meat into the USA, Canada 
and Mexico.

Its activities previously included 
general market development and promotion of New Zealand meat products and 
administration of New Zealand's country-specific Tariff-Rate Quota under which New 
Zealand beef is imported into the US. 

Separation of activities lias occurred such that the scope of New Zealand Meat Board 
activities is limited to the quota administration role and management of financial reserves on 
behalf of New Zealand farmers. 

The other activities are carried out by Beef + Lamb New Zealand Ltd, which was established 
under the provisions of New Zealand's generic Commodity Levies Act, as described earlier. 

The relationship between the two organisations is such that one individual serves as Chief 
Executive for both.
